The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  his  staff  are  responsible 
for  the  active  operation  of  the  Health  Services  under  the  National 
Health  Service  Acts,  1946-52. 

These  include 

Maternity  &  Child  Welfare  Tuberculosis 

Hone  Nursing  &  Health  visiting.  Home  helps 
Welfare  foods  Mental  health 

School  Medical  Service  Immunisation 

Venereal  disease  Ambulance  service. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  are  supervised  by  the  local 
Medical  Practitioners.  County  Medical  Officers  carry  out  the  Schools’ 
services. 

Infectious  diseases  are  admitted  to  Ham  Green  Hospital,  which  also  admits 
general  medical  cases. 

Tuberculosis  clinics  are  held  are  Clevedon,  Ham  Green  Hospital  and  the  Central 
Health  Clinic  in  Bristol. 

Old  People’s  Clubs  are  active  in  Backwell,  Long  Ashton,  Nailsea  and  Redcliffe 
Bay,  receiving  some  assistance  from  County  and  this  Council. 

British  Red  Cross  Society,  through  its  Backwell  and  Long  Ashton  Centre,  has 
organised  MEALS  ON  WHEELS  which  is  catering  for  an  increasing  area  and  running 
efficiently. 

The  Public  Mortuary  is  still  situated  in  Caibridge  House,  from  which  it 
is  rented  by  the  Council, 

Chiropody  Service.  A  start  has  been  made  in  providing  a  limited  service  in 
connection  with  the  Old  People’s  Clubs  and  is  greatly  appreciated.  A  limiting 
factor  is  the  difficulty  in  getting  trained  chiropodists,  and  of  course,  funds. 

Health  Education,  is  limited  to  the  occasional  distribution  of  Posters, 
supplied  by  the  Ministry.  It  is  felt  to  beof  no  great  value. 
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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Bristol  Waterworks  Company’s  supply  has  been  satisfactory 
throughout  the  year  in  quality  and  quantity  and  there  has  been  no  shortage 
anywhere  in  the  District.  No  action  was  ever  required  respecting 
any  form  of  contamination.

It  will  be  seen  that  piped  water  supply  is  availaHe  throughout 
the  District,  although  there  are  some  houses  where  the  cost  of  layng  on  a 
piped  supply  is  too  high  oving  to  the  distance.  There  are  also  a  certain 
number  of  cases  where  water  has  not  been  taken  into  the  houses. 

Public  Swimming  Pools  &  Baths. 

There  are  none  owned  by  this  local  authority. 

There  is  one  pri  /ate  swimming  pool,  with  an  efficient  chlorination 
plant,  at  the  Ashton  Court  Country  Club,  where  some  20  to  4C  bathe  in  one  day.

Comment. 

The  heavy  backlog  of  sewerage  development  left  by  war  years  and 
limited  finance,  together  with  the  very  rapid  development  of  the  area  has 
made  provision  of  these  facilities  a  very  serious  financial  and  health 
responsibility  for  the  Council. 


Population  has  increased  from  22,984  to  the  recent  Census  figure  of 
29,304,  an  increase  of  27.5%  while  the  number  of  dwellings  has  increased 
from  6,342  to  9,229,  ar  increase  of  44.5%.  Piped  water  has  been 
supplied  almost  throughout  the  District.  There  would  appear  to  be  no 
reason  why  this  development  should  not  be  maintained  for  some  years  and  there 
are  indications  that  the  growth  of  the  district  in  the  next  few  years  will 
be  faster  than  ever. 


Thus,  older  works  tend  to  become  overloaded,  as  at  North  Weston  and 
Backwell,  while  new  works  look  like  being  inadequate  as  soon  as  installed. 
Industrial  development  in  Nailsea,  with  its  enlarged  quantity  and  difficult 
quality,  has  called  for  rapid  extension  of  the  works  and  intensive  treatment, 
to  produce  an  effluent  acceptable  to  the  Rivers  Board.  But  even  now,  with 
theworks  nearing  full  activity  to  deal  with  6,000  papulation  and  75,000  gallons 
from  the  CiderWcrks  it  would  seem  only  able  to  accommodate  Nailsea* s  very 
immediate  population  and,  perhaps,  take  some  portion  of  the  overload  at 
aBackwell.

C  o/:mcnt(  Cont'd. ) 

It  has  been  necessary,  therefore,  for  the  Council  to  consider  a 
much  larger  scheme,  possibly  with  an  outfall  to  the  sea.  It  must  however, 
benoted  that  the  acceptability  of  such  a  scheme,  financially,  must  depend 
upon  finding  a  suitable  site  for  such  discharge  and  agreement  that  only 
the  most  modified  form  of  treatment  is  necessary. 

This  discharge  of  sewage  into  the  sea,  AT  CAREFULLY  SELECTED  AND 
SUITABLE  SITES,  with  its  massive  dilution,  must  be  accepted  as  the  safest 
and  most  economical  method  of  disposal,  overcoming  the  dangers  and  diffic¬ 
ulties  presented  by  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  multiple  sewage  works 
through  the  populated  district. 
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Cesspool  emptying  is  carried  out  by  this  loco.1  authority,  with  the 
occasional  direct  employment  of  a  contractor  when  demand  is  heavy*

These  charges  do  not  cover  the  costs  of  the  service*  The  Council 
is  still  considering  the  question  of  a  free  service.  This  would  involve 
the  purchase  and  running  of  a  further  vehicle  probably  as  a  free  service 
must  be  expected  to  be  used  more  freely. 


PUL LIC  CLEANSING.

District. 

There  is  a  scheme  for  the  collection  of  Trade  Refuse,  but  it  is  so  little 
used  that  it  is  practicoly  non-existent.  A  considerable  tonnage  of  waste 
material  is  collected  for  salvage,  namely  paper,  cardboard  and  rags. 


SALVAGE. 

Over  200  tons  of  collected  waste  paper  were  baled  and  sold  to  bring  in 
£1,313,  together  with  sorted  rags  for  a  further  £93. 


Disposal. 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  by  mechanically  controlled  tipping  into  a  disused 
quarry  at  Backwell,  in  an  ideal  position  and  where  there  arelarge  quantities 
of  quarry  waste  for  covering  and  consolidation.  Constant  watch  and  treatment 
is  maintained  to  prevent  untoward  fly  infestation.  The  tip  adjoing  •  'e 
Council’s  Depot  and  is  very  well  run  and  free  from  nuisance.

The  general  health  of  the  District  remains  good  and  it  is  good  to 
find  that  the  protective  inoculation  figures  show  further  improvement. 


The  Census  figures  in  the  Preliminary  Report  confirm  the  impression 
that  radical  changes  are  taking  place  in  the  social  structure  of  the  District. 
The  relevant  figures  have  been  extracted  in  an  appendix  in  this  Report. 
Generally  speaking  houses  are  now  either  let  by  the  Council  or  owned  by  the 
occupiers.  Among  the  latter  is  a  large  number  of  young  married  couples, 
celebrating  their  relief  by  commencing  a  f amilyc  One  feels  that  there  is 

a  marked  swing  over  in  age  groups,  shown  by  increased  births  and  lowered 
deaths.  The  full  figures  must  be  awaited  to  confirm  this.  However,  it 
would  seem  probable  that  the  Education  authorities  will  be  presented  with 
a  new  'bulge*  within  5  years. 

This  Report  is  written  after  my  retirement  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Most 
of  the  data  is  provided  by  your  Officers  to  whom  I  am  indebted.  In 
conclusion  I  take  this  opportunity  of  repeating  how  much  I  have  appreciated 
the  forebearance  and  assistance  I  have  enjoyed  from  you.  Sir,  and  all  the 
Council  and  every  member  of  Staff*
